The cost ascertainment just 
completed is the first such compre- 
hensive survey since 1911, and was 
brought about by questions raised in

quacy of parcel-post rates.

for the book itself. The mere plot is 
tenuous enough (restricting our- 
Selves to the first part, “The Anat- 
omy of Wit’). It is an account of a 
youth of Athens who visits Naples, 
then pictured as a veritable Vanity 


Fair, falls in with an elderly Mentor | 
‘barely half their length. 


(who takes exception to his idle ways 
and gives him salutary advice which 
goes unheeded), forms with a youth 
Philautus a hasty. if vehement, 
friendship which temporarily 
wrecked when the two become yivals 
for the hand of Lucilla, but which is 
pieced up again when the fair de- 
ceiver proves false to both. As a 
result of the experience. Euphues, 
our hero, determines to spend his 
days yziving wise counsel to other 
youths. And there follow’ wise 
treatises on the education of youtb 
and on religion. 

But this bare outline does scant 
justice to the elaborate richness of 
form in which it is clothed. The 
characteristics -mentioned by his 
critics are obvious enough:-—antith- 
esis, alliteration, elaborate figures 
of speech, proverbial wisdom. allu- 
sion to Scripture and the classics, 
ranging all the way from what ito 
our wav of thinking) is the most 
arrant nonsense to bits of epigram- 
niatic wisdom expressed indeed with 
“neatftess, clearness, and precision.” 

His hero is a youth “of more wit 
than wealth and vet of more wealth 
than wisdom.” Naples is a city of 
“more pleasure than profit and yet of 
more profit than piety.”

It would be interesting to know 
whether the phrase, “a penny 
your thought,” originates here.

Aside from “Love's Labour's’ Lost, 
an early play, which though out- 
wardly making fun of pedantry 
none the less saturated with FEuphu 
ism, we find even in so ripe a work 
Hamlet a whole speech which 
almost a paraphrase from Lyiv, 
farewell speech of Polonius to 
Luertes.

‘Virgil’s Idyll 


The Moretum is a true idvil or 


diminutive picture, with a 
weirdness and isolation about it, like 
the twenty-first of Theocritus, but 
without the dialogue. It takes its 
hame from the making of the salad 
With, which the description 
cludes, but this really comprises 
less than one-third of the one 
dred and twenty-two lines. What we 
really have is a series of 
done with great precision and 
plicity of line. The peasant Simylus, 
apparently a Greco-Italian of Cam- 
pania, rises from his rude bed in the 
pitchy darkness of the early morning, 
makes his way to the hearth, and 
kindles his lamp with vigorous 
blasts of his sturdy lungs. Then he 
flings open his doors and busies him- 
self with grinding the grain for his 
daily bread, meanwhile singing in 
rhythm with the swing of his mill, 
and calling lustily to his solitary 
servant, a lean old negress. Pres- 
ently the grinding and sifting come 
to an end, and the load is fasbioned 
and deposited under a vessel upon 
the hearth that the woman has made 
ready. Next the garden is eulogized 
and finally we come to the mess of 
herbs, Which is thoroughly inacerated 
With mortar and pestle. Then, 
sured of food for the day, the thrifty 
Simylus goes to his ploughing with 
a light heart. The sense of weird- 
ness and isolation that pervades the 
piece is due to the loneliness of 
morning hours, to the silence ot the 
negress, to the absence of wife or 
child, to the non-existence of a world 
outside. its 

On its ethical side the Moretum 
has a notable Virgillfan content. The 
poet was always concerned with the 
question of thrift and economy, and 
we find him reproved for an excess 
of this virtue in the familiar ode ot 
Horace. ; 

Viewed from another angle the 
Moretum exhibits an ethical penetra- 
tion as piercing as the visual obser- 
vation is sharp and meticulous: 
While we picture to ourselves the 
image of the stalwart peasant grop- 
ing through the darkness to find his 
way to the fire, or shading the 
feeble flame of his lamp with the 
hand as he peers in the direction of 
the bolted doors, or seated by his 
miil as he plies now this hand, now 
the other, at his tedious task, keep- 

| ing time to his labour with his song. 

we learn at the same time the soul 
of the man, his narrow circumscribed 
‘existence, his primitive, elementary 
/instinects, his not unamiable fear of 
‘the future and foresight of need. 
Ethical lines are drawn in sharpest 
profile. What a contrast to the life 
and the world that Virgil had re- 
nounced! As those who have tasted 
of vinegar perceive more keenly the 
sweetness of sweets, so the Virgil 
who had haunted the streets of Rome, 
devoting himself to the pursuit of 
fame only to learn the hollowness 
and misery of the life of ambition, 
drinks in with supersensitive per- 
ceptions this picture of a humble, 
detached. and narrowly bounded be- 
ing. Did he believe it to spell a 
genuine happiness? He has not 
told us.

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EDITORIALS 


One of the most interesting of current politi- 
cal questions is that of the future relations 
| between Liberalism and 
‘Labor. It arises most 
\ clearly in England, 
| where both the progres- 
sive parties have gone 
down before a_ trium- 
phant revival of Con- 
servatism. But it arises 
, also in most other coun- 
tries in one way or another. When the inevi- 
table swing of the pendulum sets in once more. 
and the peoples begin to want progress and not 
peace and quiet along well understood tra- 
ditional lines, are they going to turn to Labor 
or to Liberalism for the lead? Are they going 
to take Voltaire and Rousseau, or Lenine and 
Marx, Thomas Jefferson, or Senator La Follette, 
John Bright and Gladstone, or Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, as their prophets and leaders? 

Historically Liberalism has been the outcome 
in polities of the Protestant movement. of the 
Reformation. It has stood for political free- 
dom and for-faith in humanity as against the 
distrust and repression of monarchies, aristoc- 
racies, and tyrannies of all kinds. It has 
preached democracy, equality, and opporttnity 
forall. In its earlier days it was uncompromis- 
ing and indeed often violent in its expression. 
In later days, as its creed won recognition, it 
has become more moderate and tolerant until 
today it stands for constitutionalism and com- 
promise in reform against the more ruthless 
resistance to change or demand for revolution 
of its opponents. 

The greatest trouble with Liberalism today 
is its success. The special reforms to which it 
attached its followers have all been achieved. 
Democracy is almost universal in the Western 
world, and is making steady progress in the 
Orient. Women as well as men now have the 
suffrage, nearly everywhere. Humanitarian- 
ism has taken the place of cruelty and violence 
in both legislation and the administration of 
justice. In a sense evervbody is a Liberal to- 
day. The old Liberal program is supported by 
Conservatives hardly than by Liberals 
themselves. 

The real challenge to Liberalism now comes 
not from the right but from the Jeft, from Labor. 
Labor, to use a label which covers all shades 
of socialist, semi-socialist and radical indus- 
trial opinion, is not primarily concerned with 
political freedom, us the Liberals were, but 
with economic freedom. It is fundamentally a 
movement of protest against the irresponsible 
power over the lives of others, wielded in the 
modern world by the owners of land and capi- 
tal. Labor feels that the main benefit which 
has sprung from the enormous multiplication 
of wealth which has followed the discoveries 
of natural science, has gone to the few and not 
to the many, that the few are using their con- 
trol of capital and the machinery of production 
as selfishly as did the old political oligarchies, 
and that this arbitrary economic power must 
be brought under popular control just as the 
arbitrary political power of kings and barons 
has been brought under popular control. 

Labor despises Liberalism today because it 
has no program of radical industrial reform. 
This is, indeed, the chief weakness of Liberal- 
ism, for it has no adequate solution to offer 
for the undoubted economic evils of our time. 
But a great part of Labor despises it hardly 
less because of its reliance on methods of per- 
suasion and reason rather than on the strong 
hand. Like all new movements Labor tends to 
be intolerant and to believe that, if only it can 
get control of the machinery of the state, it can 
immediately bring the millennium into being. 

It is just here that there is a real chance for 
a union between the two. As all experience 
shows, the worship of violence accomplishes 
little. The extremists in Russia have exhibited 
almost exactly the same terrorism and cruelty 
as Robespierre and the Jacobins exhibited in 
the era of the guillotine in Paris. Yet the terror 
in France gave place first to the Napoleonic 
and then to the Bourbon reaction. And the 
terror in Russia is destined to give place to re- 
action too. 

What many claim is needed is a fusion of the 
idealism of Labor with the reformist methods 
of the Liberals, for Labor, they feel, is right in 
pointing to the evils of modern industrialism 
is the most urgent problem confronting West- 
ern civilization, while the Liberal tradition is 
believed to hold the key to the correct way of 
bringing great reforms into being with a mini- 
mum of friction and dislocation. Then, it is 
urged, there will be a real progressive party to 
alternate in power with conservatism. 
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Australian fruit growers have in recent vears 
expressed a keen desire to supply the Canadian 
market with raisins and 
dried currants. Last 
year Canada imported 
over 38,000,000 pounds 
of raisins and more than 
),000,000 pounds of cur- 
rants. The great bulk 
of Canada’s raisin sup- 
ply came from Califor- 
nia, and most _of the dried currants came from 
Greece. With the object of promoting trade 
between natiens within the British Common- 
wealth, Canadian and <Australian statesmen 
have prepared a trade agreement. Certain 
manufactured goods from Canada are to be 
allowed into Australia at a lower duty than the 
general tariff on goods from abroad. In return, 
the Canadian tariff is to be adjusted to give 
preference to some Australian products, par- 
ticularly raisins and currants. 

Public opinion in Canada is much inclined 
to favor the policy of tariff preferences. Par- 
ticularly since the high tariff in the United 
States deprived Canadian producers of profita- 
ble markets in America, more consideration 
has been given to the possibility of finding new 
markets under the British flag. But some 
doubt is being expressed among Canadian con- 
summers concerning the soundness of the pro- 
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posal to increase the tax on foodstuffs from 
other countries in the hope that it will stimu- 
late trade with Australia. One effect of in- 
creasing the customs duty on raisins from Cali- 
fornia would be to discourage the sale of raisins 
in Canada. The present duty is two-thirds of 
l cent per pound. Under the preference agree- 
ment, the duty would be raised to 3 cents. The 
Canadian people would have to pay this heavy 
tax: it would be added to the price of raisins. 

It is possible that raisins from Australia 
could be sold at slightly less than the price 
plus the duty on California’s products. Ameri- 
can producers would have to meet* Australian 
competition to hold the Canadian market. But 
in any case, under the increased tariff the price 
to Canadian consumers would be increased. It 
would be more taxation on consumption, which, 
from the consumers’ point of view, is too high 
already. The people of Canada would, in effect, 
be paying increased taxes on food for the bene- 
fit of Australian producers. In return, some 
comparatively small groups of manufacturers 
in Canada would enjoy tariff preferences in 
exporting to Australia. 

The desire to promote trade within the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth is commendable. In the 
United States it should not be overlooked that 
the Fordney tariff against foodstuffs produced 
in Canada is driving the Dominion into the 
costly expedient of preferences, which increases 
prices. An increase in the Canadian tariff on 
raisins and currants from Greece and the 
United States is calculated to be simply one 
more barrier to international trade. <A con- 
sumers’ policy is needed, to make it possible to 
sell goods at less than the present prices. When 
the problem is tackled from the consumer's 
point of view, it should stiil be possible to ex- 
tend preferences, but without reducing the pur- 
chasing power of the public. Reduced prices, 
increased purchasing power. is surely the sound 
way to stimulate production and improve trade. 

No doubt the tendency has been. in consider- 
ing and discussing plans for the improvement 
and development of in-

ect. This has resulted, 
no doubt, in localizing 
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been particularlx active

it has resulted that there has been a lack of 
co-ordinated effort on the part of the several 
states, and a consequent failure to impress upon 
Congress the importance und significance of 
the plan as a whole. 

In this issue of the Monitor much space is 
devoted to a description of these projects in 
their relation to one another, and, in separate 
articles, the several individual undertakings 
are more particularly analyzed. If the casual 
reader is surprised by what is related it will be 
at the progress made thus far. The inference 
has been that the inland water routes in the 
United States have been but indifferently 
utilized, Whereas the fact is that they annually 
Carry a Vast tonnage of trelght from interior 
points to the sea. But there has as vet been 
only a beginning. The opportunities have not 
been realized except by a few men who have 
worked for vears to impress a realization of 
the possibilities of the project in its entirety. 

There has existed, ever since it was first 
urged that every natural water route in the 
country should be improved and utilized, the 
belief that this development would supply 
damaging competition to the established rail 
carriers, and that,in the end the plight of the 
shipper would be worse than at present. A 
saner and clearer view of the matter is being 
taken. It is no idle theory, so wisely ex- 
pounded, that what helps one helps all. And 
so it has been more generally realized that 
while the waterways will take from the rail- 
roads a portion of the bulk freight which they 
now carry, they will actually relieve those 
carriers of a part of the burden of peak loads 
at times when adequate service could not other- 
wise be profitably rendered under existing 
conditions. ; 

But more important than this is the fact 
that through waterways development there 
would be encouraged a greater development of 
the national resources as a whole. There would 
be intensive production in many of those sec- 
tions where at present the farmers and or- 
chardists sometimes suffer from inefficient 
transportation facilities. Thus probably the 
normal tonnage of the railroads would not be 
greatly reduced. It might even be that it would 
be gradually increased, not in wheat and other 
bulk products, but in those commodities which 
always move freely in times of prosperity. 

It requires no argument, to show that this 
greater development and larger production 
would benefit the people as a whole. One great 
need is for improved methods of distribution. 
A bumper crop does the farmer little good 
unless a way is provided by which his products 
can reach the consumer. The consumer whose 
supply is arbitrarily regulated by carriers and 
middlemen who choose to handle only a part 
of what has been produced would welcome the 
assurance that the unjust embargo had been 
lifted.

The other works 
as a bookkeeper in a town a dozen miles from 
home, going to and from business daily. In the 
twenty years since they began this undertaking 
they have not been aided by outsiders, but’dur- 
ing that time they have nursed and restored 
hundreds of homeless dogs, disowned by those 
who should have cared for them, and have fed 
and sheltered them until good homes were pro- 
vided by neighboring farmers or townspeople. 

liow many who read of these unselfish acts 
have ever had the privilege of ministering to 
and restoring one of these helpless or abused 
creatures? It is an experience worth as much, 
or more, to the benefactor as to the object of 
his kindness. Give a dog a good name. It is 
a splendid investment. Too many reverse the 
process, and it is as true that a dog almost as 
certainly lives up to a bad reputation as to a 
good one. People are that way, too, and so 
perhaps these women who are devoting all 
they possess and all they can earn to this unas- 
suming charity realize that their work is not 
in any sense experimental.

editorial fulminations, and the millions of docu- 
ments circulated by industrious publicity man- 
agers, Was that the institutions of the two coun- 
tries were threatened by Reds, who, if success- 
ful at the polls, would overthrow the estab- 
lished systems of property and individual rights, 
and create a new régime akin to the Soviet 
Government of Russia. 

That very many American and British voters 
were persuaded to support the successful 
parties because of their fear of socialistic legis- 
lation was made evident by the returns, which 
also showed clearly that the temper of a great 
majority of the people of both countries is 
opposed to radical changes that threaten the 
security of property. This, of course, is only 
natural, since the fundamental of civilized so- 
ciety is the private ownership of wealth created 
by the labor of hand or brain, and schemes of 
social reorganization involving a departure 
from this normal status are rightly rejected. 

Allowance may be made for exaggerations 
and extreme statements given expression to 
during the heat of political strife, but now that 
the contests are over, it is possible to look back 
at much of the campaign shafts for conserva- 
tista as being wholly aside the mark at which 
they were aimed. According to the views of 
some eminent statesmen, evervthing that 
savors of a protest against defects or limita- 
tions of existing conditions is Socialism, and 
therefore to be condemned without further 
argument. That the Socialists were supporting 
the radical parties was true, but no one really 
believed that the success of former Premier 
MacDonald, or Senator La Follette, would in- 
augurate a policy of property confiscation. The 
extremists who talk vaguely of abolishing what 
they’ mistakenly cal] “capitalism” would find 
that, if they ever were in a position to apply 
their theories, they would meet an insurmount- 
able obstacle in the deep-rooted desire of man- 
kind, which legislation could not abolish, to 
own and enjoy that which they have produced. 

In regard to other policies advocated bv the 
left wings of American and British politics, 
however, it is not at all certain that they were 
really Socialistic. Many of them may be un- 
wise, but that is a matter’ for experience to 
prove. Thus the policy of government develop- 
ment of water powers was attacked as “rank 
Socialism,” and an asSault on property. _ It 
would be hard to convince the people of the 
Canadian Province of Ontario that thev are So- 
clialists, because of the great success of their 
government-owned electric power system. Gov- 
ernment ownership of natural resources and 
public utilities may or may not be desirable, 
but it certainly is not Socialism.

Editorial Notes 

While a coupé and a coop are essentially dif- 
ferent things, from their similar pronunciation 
oftentimes in common parlance it would ap- 
pear that anyone uninitiated might find difti- 
culty in determining just which was which. 
Anyhow, the other day in Worcester, Mass..

it had been the latter, and received the retort 
from the presiding judge, “I thought a coop 
was a hen’s boarding house.” “In this case.” 
replied che patrolman, unperturbed, “the coupe 
was an automobile.” Maybe-it was, but just 
the same it ought not to have been. Calling 
a spade a spade is always desirable, but calling 
a coupe a coop does not come under the same 
classification. 


Though only a few small pages in size, the 
Jewish Daily Bulletin, which claims to be the first 
and only English daily devoted to the publica- 
tion of Jewish news, is being published from a 
standpoint that refiects a changing attitude in 
the world. For it is aiming to give only news of 
real merit and to ignore scandals and crimes. 
When it is generally realized that “news” rightly 
considered should always have a constructive 
tendéncy, it will be appreciated that much that 
goes by this name today really is not entitled 
to such a classification. Any periodical, how- 
ever unpretending in appearance, which upholds 
the standard of clean journalism is doing its 
share toward forwarding the welfare of the 
world.
